During the Interview it was observed that claims 16 and 20. as currently recited, have issues under 35 USC 101. 
Specifically, while a machine is involved, what the machine does seems to be insignificant (storing, sending and 
receiving). Accordingly, changes to the claims were discussed in order to avoid issues under 35 USC 101. Finally, the 
agreement was reached and the Representative gave authorization for the Examiner Amendment to amend the claims 
and, thereby, place the claims into the condition of allowance..
